B.  Presentation  on  SFUSD  Wellness  Centers 

Presenters:  Quarry  Pak,  Wellness  Coordinator  and  Stacey  Blankenbaker,  Wellness 
Initiative  Director 

Stacey  Blankenbaker  presented  the  current  status  and  data  of  SFUSD  Wellness  centers, 
including  service  utilization  by  service  categories,  by  race/ethnicity,  and  by  zip  code.  She 
opened  up  the  space  for  committee  members  to  make  comments  on  the  data  presented, 
ask  questions,  and  speak  about  their  interests. 

Commissioners  asked  clarifying  questions  about  the  data.  Commissioners  had  questions 
about  the  services  at  City  College,  provisions  for  students  with  special  needs,  and  the 
staffing  capacity  of  nurses  at  each  school. 

Ms  Pak  spoke  to  the  inflow  of  funds  and  increased  of  wellness  because  of  the  needs  of 
students  in  Special  Education.  Two  special  education  services  that  were  made  possible 
were  the  Best  Buddy  and  Special  Olympics  programs.  Ms.  Blankenbaker  also  spoke  about 
the  importance  of  the  reauthorization  of  the  PEEF  and  Children’s  Funds  which  provides 
funding  for  the  Wellness  Centers,  and  other  initiatives  the  committee  members  were 
interested  in  ($4.1  million  comes  from  the  Children’s  Fund  through  DCYF,  and  $725K 
comes  from  PEEF.)  The  guest  speakers  also  spoke  about  the  limited  capacity  of  nurses: 
the  four  largest  schools  had  full  time  nurses  in  their  wellness  centers.  The  other  schools 
had  part-time  nurses  who,  depending  on  the  size  of  the  school,  go  in  2-3  days  per  week. 

Ms  Pak  also  remarked  the  importance  of  having  a team  of  professionals  to  provide 
comprehensive  services  for  the  students;  not  one  type  (nurse  or  social  worker)  is  better  than 
the  other. 

The  committee  also  asked  about  the  existence  of  defibrillators  at  schools.  Ms  Blankenbaker 
shared  that  this  was  another  project  that  has  funding  issues.  There  was  a small  grant  that 
schools  previously  had  the  opportunity  to  apply  for,  however  that  pot  of  money  was  moved 
elsewhere  because  schools  did  not  apply  for  it.  Also,  having  a defibrillator  at  any  site 
requires  maintenance  cost  in  addition  to  the  additional  purchase,  which  may  be  why  schools 
did  not  take  advantage  of  the  grant. 

Ms.  Blankenbaker  and  Ms.  Pak  asked  about  the  committee’s  goals,  interests,  and  any 
research  the  commissioners  have  conducted.  The  commissioners  shared  their  experiences 
to  youth  with  special  needs  and  their  exposure  to  various  programs.  Commissioners  were 
especially  concerned  with  the  access  and  safety  of  students  with  special  needs.  The 
commissioners  and  the  guest  speakers  then  spoke  about  various  training  SFUSD  had  or 
were  working  on  related  to  health  and  wellness. 

Ms.  Blankenbaker  and  Ms.  Pak  spoke  about  the  new  Sex  Ed  curriculum  DPH,  SFUSD,  and 
LYRIC  have  been  working  on  and  are  implementing  soon.  The  curriculum  includes  training 
on  identity,  varying  contraceptives,  pregnancies,  etc.  A big  goal  of  this  curriculum  is  to 
decrease  risky  sexual  behavior  and  prevent  HIV/AIDS. 


The  committee  continued  to  discuss  about  the  potential  of  creating  a sensitivity  training  for 
all  students  on  youth  with  special  needs,  graduation  ceremonies  for  transition  students, 
transportation  for  students  with  special  needs,  and  E-Rate  Day. 
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The  committee  then  discussed  specific  outcomes  and  resolutions  they  would  want  to  work 
on.  The  following  is  the  order  (of  priority): 

• Urging  SFUSD  to  develop  curriculum  through  Health  classes  to  raise  awareness 
about  students  in  Special  Education  and/or  experiencing  mental  disabilities  in  high 
schools.  (These  curriculum  would  help  create  more  interaction  between  students) 

• Urging  SFUSD  to  provide  funding  for  Defibrillators  and  training. 

• Free  Muni  For  Youth  for  18  year  olds  and  those  in  High  School. 

• Special  Education  Theme  on  HealthierSF.org 

• A day  to  commemorate. . . 

• MOU  for  schools  to  provide  a right  of  way  for  those  physically  injured/disabled  (in 
clutches,  wheelchair,  etc.)

The  Committee  briefly  shared  how  they  were  feeling  that  week. 

B Presentation  from  Shape  Up  San  Francisco  and  Overview  of  Shape  Up  SF  Initiatives 
Presenters:  Marianne  Szeto,  MPH  and  Janna  Cordeiro,  MPH 
(Document  B) 

Marianne  Szeto  provided  a presentation  on  sugar  sweet  beverages.  She  shared  with  the 
committee  the  impacts  of  sugar  on  our  bodies,  the  cycle  of  sugar  intake  and  the  consequences, 
how  consumption  leads  to  overweight  and  obesity,  and  the  specific  health  impacts  of  liquid 
sugar.  She  displayed  graphs  showing  the  sugar  amount  of  consumption  per  sugary  drink.  She 
shared  the  effects  of  drinking  sugary  drinks  with  photographs  of  tooth  decay. 

Commissioner  Sicairos  asked  if  the  ordinance  would  affect  the  scholarships  Coca-Cola  and 
Pepsi  would  provide  to  students.  The  response  was  that  it  would  be  bad  PR  for  big  soda  to  do 
such  a thing,  and  would  show  the  world  where  their  priorities  actually  lie.  She  also  mentioned 
her  observation  of  images  of  consequences  of  tobacco  on  its  packages,  and  wondered  if  we 
could  do  the  same  for  sugary  drinks/soda.  This  is  a possibility  down  the  line. 

Commissioner  Yu  asked  if  it  would  be  negatively  impactful  if  people  drink  soda  in  moderation. 
The  response  was  that  anything  in  moderation  is  fine  and  wouldn’t  hurt  a person,  however  one 
should  define  moderation. 

Presenter  Szeto  asked  the  committee  members  how  youth  reach  out  to  peers  and  inform  about 
the  bad  consequences  of  eating  and  drinking  sugary  drinks/foods?  How  can  the  Youth  Leaders 
help  the  Coalition  help  better  integrate  the  message  to  students?  How  can  we  promote  this 
healthy  message? 

The  committee  responded  that  Shape  Up  should  do  specific  outreach  to  the  CBO’s  and  schools 
in  the  areas  where  sugar  sweet  beverages  are  consumed  the  most:  TL,  Mission,  SOMA, 
Bayview,  etc.  The  committee  also  suggested  afterschool  messages,  TV,  radio,  etc.. 

Additionally,  the  PSA  could  also  be  shared  at  community  movie  nights,  especially  those  in  small 
independent  theatres  and  “movies  in  the  park.”

Mr.  Lauterborn  presented  the  working  legislation  proposed  by  Supervisors  Mar,  Weiner,  Cohen, 
and  Avalos  to  promote  healthier  drinks.  He  shared  that  historically,  drinks  used  to  be  smaller, 
but  now  due  to  the  introduction  of  corn  syrup,  drinks  can  now  be  manufactured  cheaper.  In 
short,  drinks  are  getting  bigger  and  citizens  are  drinking  more  and  more  sugary  beverages..  The 
proposal  is  to  implement  a TAX  on  sugary  drinks:  Including  energy  drinks  or  sports  drinks.  The 
projected  30  million  dollar  incentive  is  tentatively  set  to  be  on  the  ballot  for  November  4,  2014. 
He  then  gave  a list  of  options  and  sources  where  the  revenue  from  the  TAX  could  go,  and 
asked  the  committee  to  provide  feedback  on  those  preferred  and  those  not  as  appealing. 

Commission  Sicairos  asked  if  the  tax  could  go  towards  funding  healthy  programs.  The 
response  was  Yes.  She  also  asked  if  the  tax  would  only  apply  for  canned  and  bottled  drinks, 
and  the  case  of  fountain  drinks.  Supervisor  Weiner’s  initial  proposal  included  fountain  drinks, 
and  this  is  still  in  discussion  amongst  the  Supervisors.  Representative  Talosig  followed  up  by 
asking  about  drinks  served  at  coffee  shops,  such  as  Starbucks.  Mr.  Lauterborn  responded  that 
the  current  proposal  will  not  affect  cafe  and  restaurant  sellers. 

Commissioner  Yu  asked  a clarifying  question:  “This  is  an  excise  tax  on  distributors  yes?”  Mr. 
Lauterborn  explained  the  players  in  the  production  process  of  sugary  drinks.  He  described  the 
role  of  the  Manufacturer,  the  Distributors,  the  Stores,  and  the  Consumers.  He  clarified  that  the 
tax  would  be  on  the  Distributors  and  gave  potential  consequences  of  this. 

Commissioner  Cardenas  asked  if  this  had  been  implemented  in  other  cities.  New  Mexico,  New 
York,  Colorado,  Richmond,  and  other  cities  have  attempted  and  have  had  various  degrees  of 
success.  San  Francisco’s  plan  will  be  the  strongest  if  the  legislation  passes. 

Commissioner  Sicairos  asked  if  there  have  been  any  complaints  from  big  stores  such  as  Target. 
There  hasn’t  been  any  yet.  Mr.  Lauterborn  also  added  that  they  are  trying  to  be  as  mindful  as 
they  can  and  include  incentives  for  small  independent  stores,  and  have  been  in  talks  with  the 
Arabs  Merchant  Association. 

Commissioner  Persky  asked  if  the  proposal  will  affect  other  proposals  onthe  same  ballot,  such 
as  the  Children’s  Fund  and  Prop  H.  Mr.  Lauterborn  shared  that  the  proposals  leaning  towards 
being  put  on  the  November  ballot.  He  spoke  about  how  they  plan  on  polling  ahead  of  time  to 
see  if  the  measures  will  impact  the  others  and  vice  versa.  Mr.  Lauterborn  noted  that  historically, 
there  has  not  been  an  impact  from  one  measure  related  to  funding  for  youth  to  another  on  the 
same  ballot. 

Commissioner  Cardenas  asked  if  Ms.  Szeto  would  be  able  to  present  to  the  entire  commission. 
She  would  be  delighted  to.  She  then  shared  with  the  committee  the  PSA  created  by  Youth 
Speaks.  The  commissioners  shared  their  thoughts  on  the  PSA  shortly  after. 


Youth  Commission 


Commissioner  Wu,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Sicairos,  motioned  to  send  the  following 
remarks  and  questions  to  the  Supervisor’s  Office: 


• Awareness  campaigns  should  specifically  address  and  target  the  low  income  areas,  to 
those  whom  consume  the  most  sugary  beverages. 

• Funding  physical  activities  is  not  necessarily  the  best  strategy,  because  many  students 
who  consume  sugary  beverages  do  not  exercise.  More  emphasis  on  food  and  nutrition 
on  the  consumption  of  diets  that  include  food  and  drinks. 

• Healthier  options  should  also  be  provided  and  shared  with  people,  such  as  water. 

People  need  options  when  things  are  taken  away  from  them. 

• Lastly,  funds  could  to  go  to  school-based  gardens  that  can  be  contracted  with  local 
marts  if  there  are  extra  food  to  be  sold  (like  at  Mission  High  School).  The  gardens  would 
also  serve  as  an  educational  opportunity. 

• Can  the  TAX  monies  be  used  to  pay  for  Special  Education? 

• Do  Icees  at  7-1 1 stores  count?  How  about  the  Izzies  vending  machines  at  schools? 

• Can  someone  provide  more  details  for  each  of  the  options  listed  on  the  “What  can  the 
Sugary-Drink  Distributor  Tax  Pay  for?”  handout? 

D.  Committee  Debrief  and  Updates 

The  committee  reviewed  the  list  of  priorities  by  committees’  interest,  by  those  brought  forth  by 
the  community,  and  by  those  that  were  observed  but  not  brought  forth  by  the  community.  The 
committee  List  would  be  based  on  listing  all  topics  of  resolution  and  vote  on  the  top  priority  for 
this  committee  to  work  on  resolution(s). 

In  regards  to  drafting  a resolution  for  Special  Education,  the  committee  decided  to  wait  and 
conduct  more  research  on  the  matter.  Specifically,  request  a Special  Education  presenter  that 
can  come  (Dec.  4th)  and  discuss  Curriculum  and  Profession  Development  regarding  keeping 
staff  members  briefed  on  changes  and  updates  in  Special  Education.  They  would  like  someone 
to  answer,  "Does  it  benefit  to  expose  student  to  the  same  updates  and  training  teachers 
receive?  “

6 Staff  Report 


A.  Programmatic  updates,  review  upcoming  events 

Mr.  Lu  provided  report  for  Solutions  Not  Suspensions,  PEEF  CAC/Children’s  Fund,  and 
community  interest  list  and  a topic  list  of  the  tracking  items.  The  committee  will  continue  to 
revisit  the  list  and  vote  on  committee  priorities  after  Mid-Year  Retreat. 

SAC  Coordinator  Salvador  Lopez  Barr,  presented  an  update  regarding  SFUSD  policy  and 
usage  of  defibrillators  at  school  sites.  Currently,  the  athletic  office  has  purchased  AEDs  for  high 
schools  under  the  following  guidelines: 
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• Each  high  school  has  one  AED  for  its  gym  area.  These  areas  are  generally  stored 
outside  of  the  gym  so  they  will  not  be  behind  closed  doors.  They  are  stored  in  wall 
mounted,  unlocked,  alarmed  cabinets. 

• Each  high  school  with  an  outdoor  field  has  one  extra  AED  for  its  outdoor  field.  That  AED 
is  supposed  to  be  transported  to  the  field  for  practices  and  games.  Washington  has  two 
outdoor  AEDs  because  they  have  two  fields. 

• Most  of  our  coaches  who  take  in  person  CPR  receive  AED  training.  However,  the  newly 
developed  on-line  CPR  courses  do  not  offer  AED  training.  It  would  be  safe  to  say  that 
there  are  numerous  coaches  at  each  high  school  with  AED  training. 

The  committee  would  like  answers  to:  “Can  schools  purchase  extra  defibrillators  and  place  them 
in  the  nurse’s  office?  How  many  times  do  the  defibrillators  are  used?” 

A committee  member  shared:  Friday  November  22nd  at  7:30pm  at  Castro  Theatre  is  hosting  a 
free  concert  event  to  all  students.  All  are  welcome. 

There  was  no  public  comment.

Mohamand  from  San  Francisco  State  University  introduced  himself  and  mentioned  that  he 
was  heie  observing,  because  he  is  writing  a paper  for  his  political  science  course  regarding 
student  government.  Kevine  Doggess  from  Coleman  Advocates  also  briefly  introduced 
himself

D.  Check-in 

The  Committee  members  shared  their  favourite  thing  about  the  holidays. 

F.  Presentation  from  Coleman  Advocates  - Solutions  Not  Suspensions 
Presenters:  Kevine  boggess 
(Document  B) 

Mr.  Boggess  provided  a background  regarding  their  campaign  "Solutions  Not  Suspensions"  as  a 
part  of  the  nationwide  Dignity  in  Schools  Campaign.  Specific  to  San  Francisco,  while  35%  of 
the  student  body  are  made  up  of  Black  and  Latino  youth,  these  students  make  up  75%  of  the 
school  district's  suspensions.  The  campaign  aims  to  end  the  disproportionate  suspensions  of 
Afiican  American  students  and  other  students  of  color,  hold  the  .district  accountable  to  releasing 
data  about  suspension  rates,  informing  students  and  parents  about  their  rights,  have  all  schools 
practice  PBIS  (Positive  Behavioral  Interventions  & Supports)  and  Restorative  justice  practices  to 
create  more  accountable  school  climates  for  everyone,  and  end  all  suspensions  for  willful 
defiance  and  “off  the  books"  suspensions.  For  this  to  happen,  the  school  district  must  adopt 
and  implement  clear  set  of  guidelines,  so  that  all  the  students,  teachers,  and  staff  understand 
the  same  rules.  Next  Tuesday  (12/10/2013),  Coleman  Advocates  is  going  before  the  Board  of 
Education  to  campaign  and  voice  this  resolution  (together  with  Commissioner  Matt  Haney). 

Commissioner  Sicairos  observed  that  Pacific  Islanders,  Persians,  and  Middle  Eastern  youth 
were  also  targeted  for  suspensions  and  asked  if  the  policies  would  also  apply  to  them.  Mr. 
Boggess  responded  that  while  the  primary  targets  are  Black  and  Latino  students,  it  would  apply 
to  all  students  regardless  of  ethnicity. 

Mr.  Lopez  Barr  asked  if  this  would  apply  to  private  schools.  Mr.  Boggess  responded  that  it 
would  not;  private  schools  have  their  own  rules.  This  would  only  apply  to  schools  under  the 
School  District. 

Mr.  Boggess  also  presented  data  regarding  the  number  of  students  being  suspended.  Other 
goals  include  trainings  for  teacher  and  administrators  with  the  protocol  of  exhausting  all 
remedies  available  before  they  suspend.  Also,  the  recommendations  would  eliminate  "in-house” 
suspensions  at  schools.  If  a student  is  going  to  "in-house"  suspend  a student,  then  the  school 
must  generate  the  paperwork  with  approval  from  the  School  District’s  central  office.  Thus,  this 
campaign  will  lead  to  eliminate  the  disproportion  of  suspensions  at  SFUSD.  Coleman  Advocates 
is  seeking  this  committee’s  endorsement  of  this  campaign. 

Commissioner  Sicairos  asked  if  there  were  data  displaying  the  correlation  between  those 
suspended  with  students  who  experience  ADHD,  ADD,  and  other  "mental  disabilities.”  Mr. 
Boggess  said  that  they  did  not  have  access  to  that  data,  though  the  school  district  might. 

Commissioner  Vu  asked  if  PBIS  and  Restorative  Justice  Practices  will  be  implemented  the 
same  across  elementary,  middle  and  high  school.  Mr.  Boggess  responded  that  the  concept  will 
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be  the  same  in  the  sense  of  the  goal  of  these  practices;  however  the  approaches  will  vary 
depending  on  the  situation.  Age  range  will  play  a minor  factor. 

Mr.  Boggess  then  went  through  the  recommendations  on  the  resolutions. 

Representative  Talosig  and  Jones  shared  their  experiences  with  a teacher  at  their  school, 
questioned  if  the  teacher’s  bfehavior  was  appropriate,  and  asked  if  anything  could  be  done  about 
that.  Commissioner  Bernick  also  shared  an  experience  she  had  at  school  of  a teacher  saying 
inappropriate  things  to  the  students. 

Commissioner  Sicairos  asked  if  continuation  schools  and  charter  schools  would  also  have  to 
abide  by  this  ordinance.  If  passed,  continuations  schools  would  have  to;  charter  schools  would 
not.  f 

Representative  Jones  expressed  her  support  in  exploring  all  options  before  implementing 
suspensions  for  African  students,  and  that  it  would  be  better  if  it  was  for  all  students.  Mr. 
Boggess  responded  that  this  would  indeed  apply  to  all  students. 

Commissioner  Sicairos,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Bernick  moved  that  the  committee 
endorse  the  "Solutions,  not  Suspensions"  campaign.  The  motion  was  approved  by 
acclamation.

Item  6A  was  called  out  of  order  since  Chair  Yu  had  to  leave  and  had  asked  the  committee  to 
spend  the  last  part  of  the  meeting  brainstorming  and  researching. 

B.  Programmatic  updates,  review  upcoming  events 

Mr.  Lopez  Barr  reported  back  to  this  committee  that  this  year  SFUSD  has  not  used  their 
defibrillators  this  academic  year.  However,  based  on  the  last  couple  of  years, 
coincidently  last  year  during  an  athletic  event,  a defibrillator  was  used  on  a student 
whom  was  unconscious.  Defibrillators  are  typically  never  used  at  all.  They  are 
analogizing  defibrillators  to  fire  extinguishers,  each  school  is  equipped  with  theses  tools, 
but  seldom  use  them,  and  hope  hope  that  they  do  not  have  to  use  them. 

Mr.  Lopez  Barr  also  noted  that  Special  Education  staff  member  Deidre  Durling  will  be 
presenting  an  overview  of  Special  Education  at  the  next  committee  meeting  on 
December  18,  2013  (from  5:30pm  to  6pm). 

Mr.  Lu  reported  back  to  this  committee  regarding  whether  Peter  Lauterborn’s 
presentation  of  “Taxing  Sugar  Drinks”  could  incorporate  the  monies  taxed  for  Special 
Education  and/or  Defibrillators. 

Mr.  Lu  reminded  the  committee  that  the  “Our  Children,  Our  City”  Youth  Town  Hall  is 
happening  at  St.  Mary’s  Cathedral  on  Thursday  December  5th  from  4:30pm-7:30pm.  This 
meeting  is  important,  because  it  is  the  space  where  youth  will  have  input  regarding  how 
the  Children’s  Fund  and  PEEF  is  distributed  and  how  the  city  should  prioritize  the  type  of 
youth  programs  and  services.

Committee  members  and  guests  introduced  themselves  and  shared  how  they  were  doing 
that  week. 

E Q&A  Session  with  Parents  and  Community  Members  involved  in  Inclusion  for  Youth  with 
Special  Needs 

Guests:  Nicole  Plata,  Community  Empowerment  Coordinator  at  The  Center  for  Dignity, 
Recovery,  and  Stigma  Elimination,  Chryss  Gon,  Community  Resource  Parent  at  Support 
for  Families,  Jynette  Oji,  Women’s  Ministry  Leader  at  Bay  Area  Christian  Church,  Ray 
Kim,  Program  Developer  at  E-Soccer,  and  Lauren  and  Jonathan,  students 

Ms.  Gon  shared  the  role  of  SpEd  CAC,  the  difference  between  a 504  plan  and  an  IEP. 
She  shared  that  inclusion  works  best  when  we  start  at  a young  age.  Her  organization 
has  a team  that  has  a Special  Needs  Inclusion  Practice/Training  that  can  come  present 
to  the  committee  in  the  upcoming  future. 

Ms.  Plata  shared  her  program  Fire  Within,  which  utilizes  entrepreneurship  to,  for 
example,  promote  mental  health  and  wellbeing  so  students  can  learn  how  to  ID  signs  of 
mental  distress.  She  would  love  to  connect  the  committee  with  other  organizations. 

Lauren,  a student,  talked  about  the  importance  of  having  Peer  Support.  Other  people 
agreed,  stating  that  students  are  the  ones  engaging  with  each  other  most  at  the  school 
setting  which  provides  a great  potential  and  opportunity  if  we  can  have  students  conduct 
themselves  with  compassion  and  care. 

Commissioner  Yu  mentioned  that  having  guest  speakers  come  in  to  provide  workshops 
to  students  can  be  beneficial  since  teachers  are  reportedly  overwhelmed. 

Jeanette  added  that  the  problem  is  that  the  school  district  does  not  have  the  resources 
or  money  to  train  their  teachers.  Just  having  general  awareness  from  everyone  would 
be  essential.  Students  follow  the  behavior  of  the  parents.  If  we  can  only  teach  people 
how  to  care  and  express  that  they  do  to  special  students,  half  the  battle  would  be  over. 

Commissioner  Sicairos  shared  her  and  her  sister’s  experiences  with  teachers,  paras, 
and  the  district. 

Jeanette  talked  about  the  law  called  the  IDEA.  Everyone  starts  out  in  General 
Education.  If  the  teachers,  administrators  and  staff  at  a school  are  not  on  board  with 
inclusion,  then  it’s  not  going  to  happen.  She  recommended  that  the  committee  members 
visit  and  observe  an  inclusive  school  that  is  fantastic  such  as  HOPE  Technology,  and 
another  that  may  not  be  as  inclusive,  and  think  about  what  works  and  what  doesn’t  work. 
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Ray  Kim  shared  that  he  feels  policies  will  not  be  pushed  through  because  policy  makers 
only  concern  themselves  with,  “Will  this  help  typical  kids?”  He  recommended  the 
committee  check  out  www.naste.org  . He  specifically  mentioned  a study  that  found 
inclusion  not  only  helps  students  with  special  needs,  but  also  everyone  else  with 
academic  achievement,  positive  outlook,  and  social  awareness.  These  are  things 
administrators  care  about. 

Nicole  also  talked  about  having  an  oversight/accountability  body  to  ensure  laws, 
programs,  and  rules  are  being  observed.  Youth  need  to  feel  safe  to  share  when  they 
see  something  inappropriate  happening. 

Commissioners  shared  their  personal  thoughts  on  age,  and  also  the  fact  that  they  want 
to  write  a resolution  that  can  be  implemented.  They  don’t  want  to  make  it  too  big  to 
include  everyone  and  everything,  but  that  they  want  to  get  down  to  the  specifics. 

Ray  recommended  that  the  committee  should  narrow  down  their  focus  even  more  and 
have  fact-based  definitive  statistical  findings.  He  asked  the  group  if  PE  might  also  be  a 
good  place  in  addition  to  the  health  classes. 

The  committee  had  more  discussions  with  their  guests  before  the  guests  left.  They 
would  follow  up  with  each  other  regarding  statistics  and  updates  to  the  resolution.

Mr  Lu  briefed  the  committee  about  what  has  happened  since  the  last  time  they  met  three 
weeks  ago  Staff  received  contact  from  SFUSD  Associate  Superintendent,  Mr.  Kevin  Truitt, 
requesting  that  the  committee  consider  a different  approach.  Instead  of  introducing  the 
resolution  urging  the  School  District  to  implement  a Disability  Awareness  Curriculum,  Mr. 
Truitt  proposed  that  the  committee  formally  inquire  the  District’s  departments  about  what 
they  are  currently  doing  around  Disability  Awareness.  The  committee  hoped  that  this  could 
have  happened  earlier  when  they  expressed  this  interest,  but  agreed  that  this  was  a 
reasonable  route  to  take. 

Mr.  Lopez-Barr  provided  an  update  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Truitt  and  the  Student,  Family  and 
Community  Support  Department  (SFCSD).  He  shared  a memorandum  detailing  the  efforts 
that  currently  exist:  Expanded  Learning  Collaborative  (ExCEL);  Response  to  Intervention 
(RTI)  which  includes  Restorative  Practices,  Trauma  Sensitivity,  Cultural  Competency,  De- 
Escalation  Strategies,  and  Positive  Behavioral  Intervention  Strategies;  Six  Strategies  for 
Success  - Tier  1,  2,  and  3 Support  Programs;  Matrices  System  Development  Preventive 
measures;  Second  Step  Program;  Rethink  Curriculum  Program;  Beyond  Differences 
Program;  Best  Buddies  Program;  Peer  Resources  Program;  and  Wellness  Center 
Programs. 

Mr.  Lopez-Barr  had  also  contacted  Mrs.  Adriasola-Martinez  (appointed  by  California  State 
Superintendent  Jack  O-Connell  to  be  on  the  Health  Education  Standards  Advisory  Panel) 
who  shared  with  him  the  meaning  of  SFUSD’s  true  inclusion  initiative.  True  Inclusion  is  not 
practiced  by  calling  out  specific  population  demographics  to  help  them;  these  are  all 
implicitly  entailed  in  the  programs. 

The  committee  members  asked  about  the  programs,  specifically  the  ones  that  directly 
educate  and  engage  mainstream  students  with  their  counterparts  who  are  disabled.  They 
highlighted  interest  in  the  Beyond  Differences  Pilot  program  at  Aptos  Middle  School 
because  it  directly  trains  student  leaders  who  help  create  the  safe  and  inclusive 
environment. 


E Next  Steps 

Due  to  the  budget  season,  Mr.  Lopez-Barr  felt  that  a motion  urging  the  District  to  meet 
with  the  City,  Commissioners,  and  stakeholders  would  cause  stress  on  District  staff.  He 
proposed  that  the  committee  focused  on  promotion  of  the  programs/efforts  that  currently
